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THE CARE OF THE INSANE. 
Before erecting any costly asylum, 
might it not be well for the Nevada 
Commissioners for the Insane to make 
some study of the new methods of 
ministering to the minds diseased? 
There is too much of a tendency 
among official boards and public offi- 
cers to adhere to old plans and sys- 
tems in relation to such public insti- 
tutions. Sige greta 
The Democrat and Chronicle iifos 
describes the new way of treating the 
insane now practiced in Scotland: 


“The Scotch asyluins are the most

Patients are free from all visible re- 
straint, but are watched closely by 
attendants, and only few escapes are 
reported. "The results of such a sys- 


tem are 80 encouraging that it is 
difficult to see why it is not introduc- 


ed into this country.” 

This method above described cer- 
tainly seems far more humane than 
the old one of shutting lunatics up in 
a building like a prison. Confiae- 
ment in an ordinary insane asylum 
would make ? sane -pgssons go 
crazy. If 
asylum, let us see that it is planned 
upon the most advanced system of 
treatment for the patients. The mind 
of every imaginative person instinct- 
ively revolts at the notion of imprison- 
ment in the ordinary asylum. Clouse 
confinement may he necessary for 
dangerous lunatics. It certainly is 
not for the harmlessly demented. It 
seems a cruelty to shut them up in a 
living tomb, as we do a criminal.

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TH? BASE RANGE. 
How Eureka Looks to a Stranger. Its 
Lecation and Eaterprises. 

A flying visit to a large town like 
Eureka gives but little opportunity 
for studying its peculiarities or Te- 
sources, and to write up a town with 
two papers like the Sentinel and Lead- 
er would be labor thrown away. The 
place impresses a stranger very favor- 
ably, especially ifhe has obtained the 
idea that it is more dicagreeably loca- 
ted than other Nevada towns. Almost 
all the drummers’ and travellers’ 
stories of Eureka spread the impres- 
sion that the town lies in a barren 
canyon, syrrounded by hills unusually 
bleak amd forbidding, and that the 
fumes of lead and arsenic from the 
Richmond, Eureka and other reduc- 


}| tion works, ate almost deadly. That 


vegetation is killed as itis by the cop- 
per mines at Speneeville and else- 
where. The truth is the fumes do 
not effect the air perceptibly and un- 
less the wind blows in just the right 
direction no one could tell that there 
were such things as reduction works 
in the neighborhood. | 


: | THE TOWN SITE 
is not unlike that of Bodie. The 
canon is not more narrow and the hills 
hardly so high. There is the same 
barreness of trees, the same rounding 
hills of a similar color.. At Bodie the 
eastern hills are covered with hoistiog 
works, dumps tunnels and shafts. At 
Eureka the mines aré three \ mild 
away. There is a difference of eleva- 
tion of about 2000 feet in favor of 
Eureka, ani.that gives it.a much 
pleasanter and safer elimate.. The 
principal street follows the canyou 


and has many fine buildings, The 
Court house is a red brick faced with 
brown stone, much more pleasing to 
the eye then the ove at Reno. The 
Sentinel buil.jing is a fire-proof brick. 
On the first hill to the west are steep 
streets ‘where many fine houses are 
located. Tne Eureka Smelting works 
are on the edge of town neuxrest. the 
depot, and are a very striking feature 
of the scene, : . 
THE PROCESS OF SMELTING 


is briefly, to melt the ‘ore in a furnace 
and let the heavier metals, silver and 
lead. settle to the bottom where they 
work out through an inverted siphon 
and are dipped and run ivtv bars. The 
iron and dross lie next and are drawn 
off and thrown away. The rock floats 
vp top and an almost constant stream 
runs into large fire-proof puts, which, 
when full, are takeo vut on little two 
wheeled arangements exactly suited 
to the purpose. The pots are wheeled 
‘ut to the edge of the dump and the 
fiery liquor poured down the side, 
making a stream of boiling rock to, 
the bottom. The works rua day and 
night, and in the dark the picture is 
suggestive. Another odd sight is an 
enormous pile of lead bars at the 
Richmond works, Cords of \it are 
ranked up waiting for a better market. 
[t is said. that if ll the lead lying 
there was to bathrown on themarket 
the price would be lowered so it would 
not be worth freight. Ruby Hill is 
3 miles off and the ore is rundown on 


1a railroad owned by the Eureka and 


Palisade Company. A good wagon 
road extends to the mines which sup- 
port quitea village and an excellent 
newspaper, the 
MINING NEWS, 

owned by James KE. Anderson. The 
GaZeTTE owes its thanks to Mr. 
Everts, the Gen}. Superintendent of the 
Eureka & Palisade railroad, who 
drove its representative to the hill and 
back apd all over the town, eying 
him much interesting information. 1 
is generally coned¢d; that Eureka is 
seeing dulitimes. Money is not as 
plenty as formerly, and there are 
mapy who sti) suffer from the effects 
of the fires, still the steady stream of 
wages flowing from the big mining 
companies through all branches of 
business wil] sustain a large poputa- 
tion and there is no reasun for dis- 
couragement on account of a_ tempo- 
rary depression.

TIGKET PUNSAERS. 


The Excursion Party of Conductors in 
“Reno Last Evening. 

The Railroad Conductors’ excursion 
party arrived here at 8:30 last evening 
on their special train of five Pullman 
coaches and. a baggage car. .There 
were 100 conductors and 48 or 50 
ladies in the party. They are from 
all parts of the United States and 
Canada, representing an organization 
known as the Conductors’ Mutual Aid 
and Benefit Suciety. The society has 
been in existence six years and has 
a convention every year. This is the 
first year that an excursion has been 
made. The party came straight 
through from Chicago, and will re- 
main six daysin San Francisco. On 
their return they may visit Virginia 
City, butthat is not certain. Their 
trip had so far been pleasant and with- 
out accident. Their train remained 
in Reno only long enough for dinner, 
and then started west on the time of 
the regular overland, moving as its 
first section. The second section of 
the overland arrived about 10:30, 
with passengers and mails. 

A heavy gold watch chain and a big 
dangling seal are indispenvible parts 
of a conductor’s outfit. A conductor 
may sometimes worry along without a 
ticket putich but would feel lost with- 
out his chain and seul. When the ex- 
cursion train arrived last night and 
the passengers alighted, the platform 
fairly gleamed with seals. They 
flashed out in the darkness like a 
swarm, of fireflies.- It is remarked that 
the more service a conductor has seen 
the bigger his seal‘and chain become. 
The degree of a conductor’s experi- 
ence cat always be told in this way. 
If one applies to the Superintendent 
of a road for a place as conductor, the 
Superintendent never asks the appli- 
cant about his experience. He simply 
looks at his watch chain. If no seal, 
no experience; a two-inch seal, moder- 
ate experience; a three-inch seal and 
three foufths-inch chain, long:service; 
and 80 on. 

Just as the excursion train was 
about to start last night, and while 
the platform was crowded, a man who 
was not of the party yelled : 

“IT say, . Cunductor.” 

There were about fifty conductors 
en the platform. From the force of 
habit each Ope suswered, and they all 
sang out in conCert: 

“Oh dammit! Whatdo you want?” 

it was a glorious sight to see these 
fifty conductors swing themselves 
ubourd as the train was pulliog out. 
They a.l stood about indifferently, as 
though they were waiting for the train 
to start; then each would look away 
from the cars, and curelessly stretch- 
ing out an arin, would swiug on to the 
train as if the act were entirely un- 
premeditated and accomplished with 
vo exertion. 

The cvnductors were a fine looking 
lot of men. The experienced traveler 
could make close guesses as to the 
localities from which esch of them 
hailed. There was one slim hollow- 
loukiug, yellow haired fellow that an 
old railrosd man was ready to swear 
came from Peunsylvania, The old 
railroad man dida’t come.from Penn- 
sylvania himself,
